Due to Coast Guard business, the Ajax didn't arrive in 
Petersburg until the oth, so we started our schediée late. We did 
make it to Ratz Harbor in time to hold serviees however, though we 
had to skip some stops in between. 


Attendance is up some at Ratz Harbor since their float has 
been completed and is more accessable to the boat. At all services 
this trip the men turned out well, representing about half of the 
congregation. ‘hough numbers aren't coming as hoped, this much is 
very encouraging. 


Some people are requésting and receiving instruction about 
different matters of faith but the numbers of people who would actually 
join a boat church is smaller than expected. Iniptial inquiries which 
indicatéd interest is far different than when it comes right down to 
joining. There seems to be some caution about what they are getting 
into; some education seems in order. From here on, I believe I will 
incorparate a few minutes in each service for instruction on Pres- 
byterian belief. It has been done a few times in the past. 


We attempted to hold services at Meyer's Chuck for the first 
timeg after a number of seemingly successful calls. This is the place 
which has always given us the most indifference. Only one showed up 
but he wouldn't stay for services unless someone else came. ‘They 
didn't. Apparently most of them sat around the little harbor in their 
cabins waiting to see who would show up. Several had said earlier that 
if "so and so" showed up, they wouldn't go. So they all stayed away. 
The Lord have mercy on us petty people. 


Heretofore, I have not included work on the boat on M&R. 
However, that takes large amounts of time that ought to be accounted 
for. 11 half days were spent on M&R. It included mostly cleaning, 
swabing decks, and a small amount of painting on one day that was 
warm Enough. 


At Holiis, we again approached the subject of a Sunday 
school, but the personal relations of those in camp iS still such 
that no one wants to attempt it. Calling has met with congenial 
response. Ten new family units are going up. 

We have been following up initial contacts at Twelve Mile 
Arm with mixed response. The camp plans to expand to 80 this summer 
with more families, so some groundwork is being laid. 


5 Most of the camps are now develpping a policy of getting 
stable family people to fill their key positions and relying on 
the "drifters" only for non-skilled and semi-skilled work. 


We appreciated the fine write-up in P.L. Feb. 1 on our work 
and have received news from home and supporting churches concerning it.

Again the boat is tied up with M&R, this time for Coast Guard 
inspection for a passenger-carrying license. We spent two weeks in 
Juneau when I had to fly home on account of sickness in the family. 
After returning to the boat, I left Juneau to fly the circuit. 


At Hollis, a barge brought in new pre-f'ab houses and the men 
worked 10% hours, so attendance at church services was down. However, 
contacts and personal interviews were many, including a visit to the 
School. ‘The cmp is going full swing with 150 men working and 35 
families. ‘The newg houses will accommodate 10 mere families. There 
is a definite trend to get family men for key positions in an effort 
to keep the men on the job longer. 


At Port Bazan, a small family camp is having a struggle making 
ends meet. With most of them devout Christians, there was a need 
for intense counselling, fellowship, and refreshment through church 
and Bible study. There are 5 men and3women and 13 children here. 
Weather kept me there a day longer than planned but it was put to 
good use. 


Kdna Bay had a two week: day week-end and many of they men zot 
drunk, and it affected attendance visibly among those who were in- 
volved and had attended on previous occasions. There were two very 
profitable counselling sessions. The Sunday school is finding effort 
for response is coming harder now that the newness has worn off. ‘The 
teachers are faithful, but need help which was forthcoming. During 
HKaster week, I plan to give them some instruction.

The first week in April found us transporting the Sheldon Jackson 
Junior College choir on tour of SE towns. At the end of that tour, 
the skipper felt that the boat should remain in Sitka for certain 
work to meet the Coast Guard requirements for licensing. Accordingly, 
I attempted to fly to our commitments but was delayed three days on 
account of weather. The plane got me into Cape Pole in time Palm 
sunday to arrange for services. The first church services we have 
held here after a background of three widely spaced calls brought 
out 17 people including 5 men(real good for logging camps). Calling 
the following week proved very profitable in terms interest and com- 
fort through our Lord. 


At Edna Bay, the junior class wanted to sing an anthem for Easter 

Sunday, so we rehearsed every night after school. I held a teacher's 
meeting which brought two people who were interested in teaching, and 

we talked of such things as age group characteristics, Christian giving, 
personal Bible study, and attitudes towards contests in church school. 
With the help of tnree ladies (volunteers), we transformed the rec hall 
(used for dances and beer parties) into a church. They obtained white 
drapes from the school and hung them on both sides of one end of the hall. 
In between, against the wall green dmppes were hung with a paint-by-numbers 
picture of the Last Supper in the center. A maroon blanket was tacked 
around a projection stand for a pulpit. White candles were secured and 
two Easter lilies supplied to make a very effective worship center. As 
people came in talking and laughing, they saw the worship center and an 
immediate hush fell over them. They FELT like they were in church! 

On Easter morn, dawn broke with a chill wind and partly cloudy skies. 

One of the men had helped me build a crude cedar cross and mounted it 

at the edge of a pit at the rock quarry, reminding one of stony tomb 
caves. Nearly three dozen people came out at 0:30am to remember our Lord. 
That evening half the camp came to services. We had two infant baptisms 
and held communion with five in attendance. 


Karly on Monday the AJ’ picked me up on its way to Presbytery. At the 
end of that week, I was able to be home for awhile. The last day of 

the month, I flew to Rats Harbor to hold services. I ought to add that 
in all of my travels by planes the people and the camp owners have whost 
gracious in providing both room and meals. They will not accept pay for 
it. I have never lacked for a place to stay.

The 15th marked the end of a three year ministry on the boats in 
Southeast Alaska. Most of my evaluation is given in other reports and 
to the Alaska Survey feam.

a chose friend and on Sat. the 2nd we left for Pelican. The 
people there knew I was comming because of my regular news-= 
lettere This has helped in establishing a more ragular services 
Bill Pritchard wax went with us for a part of this trip. It 
was a chance for him to see some of this work and the places 
we visite It was also a chance for him to get a better idea 
of the physical condition of the ship and the conditions under 
which we worke At Pelican I assisted Mrs. Graham with the Ss 

she conducts for a number of children. Normally she does- the 
job alone for about eight children split into two classes» 

We took Bill into Hoonah for one afternoon and evening 
and then down to Angoon for the same. This fit in well with 
oubp plans and saved him a great amount of time compared with 

flying commeréiallys At Angoon Bill returned to Juneau’on the 
plane and we continued with our regular tripe. I stopped at: 
Rogers Point FAA station to see that couple again but did not 
have time to go clear over to the Sitka area logging camps since 
I # wanted to be inBartlett Cove by Friday evening. We observed 
that there are_now three logging camps in Peril Straits and 
attempted to reach one but ran inot ice several miles from the 
camp and had to turn back. The second place wag ice free when 
we arrived and I spent a good afternoon in the woods talking 
with several mens During the night a lot of ice drifted down 

on us and in the morning we had to break our way oute Needless 

to sy this could not be down with out some scratching on the 
hull. 

At Bartlett Cove and Gustavus there is some evidence of 
fruit from our labors. Church attendence is very good and I 
have had good opportunity for counseling and visiting. The 
Postmasters wife runs a SS for the very small children but has 
not been able to attract the Jr age kidse I think that I can 
do something about that although at the present it would only 
be a class that meets when I am there. Perhaps after it gets 

going I can interest on of the locol people in working with 
ite At Bartlett Cove we were iced in and had to break our way 
out when we were ready to leave. Nothing bad but enough to 
cause some scratchinge 

Stopped in next at Funter Bay where I had not visited in 
well over a yeare ie a there is some 
interest. The place is worth a stép once or twice a year. I 

had a very interesting talk with one women there who calls 
herself a Christian but tho has a very hazy and washed-=out/d 
idea of what it means to bé committed to Christ. I trust that 
I did some good there. In nearly all of these places I leave 
material for people to read; in some cases a Bible if they 
need one. 

Back re —pereree again for my regular visit. Most of the 
people are fairly old an ere are only a few couples with 
young children. These latter are interested in the church and 
send thetge children to the SS I hold in the afternoon.

We left towm on the first day of the month and after a 
five hour run arrived a logging camp where I knew no men were 
working but where working but where in past years there had been 
a winter watchmane JI want ashore but found the place deserted 
as far as people mmemm were concerned. There was lots of equipment 
and lots of dear tracks in the snow but I couldn't minister much 
to all thate So we pulled up the hook and went on a couple’ of 
hours to a place where an old miner and his wife lived. We arrived 
too late that evening to’ call on them but I did spend the next day 
visiting. 

The following day was spent in a very good visit at Five Finger 
Coast Guard Station where I showed a motion picture and.talked with 
the mene The next day I stopped at Cape Fanshaw but found no one 
living there ahy longer! so we went a little ways to Steamboat Bay 
where I spent a couple of hours with and old man there. I left some 
reading material with him which he appreciatedsa In the afternoon 
I stopped at Windham Bay to visit a couple and had a good talk with 
them as well as the opportunity to leavémz some reading material. 

Then into Juneau for a day to pick up Barbara and Timothy. We 
left the girls with frimads because they had to continue with 
school and set offfme for Bartlett Covee Sunday and Monday was 
spent at Gustavus calling and holding worship services. A short 
side trip into Hoonah to return a movie projector to Arthur which 
we had taken to town for him to be repaired and we set out for 
Little Port Walter. I had been thereseveral months back but had 
found the couple out on and emergency furlough. The visit there 
was of good value since Barbara was aslo alon®. We mad an attempt 
to get into Big Port Walter but found the ice too thick and turned 
back. The nex day we attempted to travel to Tenakee but after 
several hours found the weather too sever and stopped in a safe 
harbor for the maxk night. The next day the storm had calmed 
enough to continue the trip and we made Tenakee.e We spent three 
days there and held a worship service and Sunday Schoole Returned 
to Juneau for a week at homee Barbara was able to visit a number 
of spots which were new to her and many of the people who know ime 
well had a chance to meet here 

On the one Sunday at home I preached at Memorial Church during 
the absence of Walter. This is in addition the Sunday School 
class which I teach xems there every time I am in towns 

On the 26th we set out for’ Pelicm and were there for several 
dayse in addition to my help in the Sunday School and holding 
the Worship service, I started a new-program on Monday eveningss 
This is an adult Bible Study and discussion group. The people 
were very responsive to this and seven showed up for the first 
meetings I am making it very informal in nature to encourage 
people to talk and to ask questionse JI hope that the idea will 
work out well. 

In one way or another we keep the PH in running condition 
although it was on this trip that the outboard engine quit for 
the last time. The cost of repairing it was not worth its value 
and funds were requested for its replacement.

It had been several months since I had been into the logging 
camp area around Sitka and so we left Pelican to visit there. 
A few hours were spent bn looking for two camps which I had been 
told about which no longer existed. We wound up at the large camp 
run by the P,lp Mill. The men were just comming in fwpom the days 
work and getting ready for aupper. I talked to the foreman for 
a little while but he was not very interested. He did remark 
that there were fone or two men*in the camp who were interestdd»-= 
in "religion". I later came acrees one of these wen who turned 
out to be needing somm help and counselinge Only the foreman 
here has his wife at the campe The other men have their families 
in Sitka or in the States below or are single. 

At the next logging camp I found a similar situation in regard 
to families. A number of the men have their families living in 
Sitka and go home each evening by speedboat. Only a few stay at 
the campe At this second cmmp I found the reception a little 
warmer and discovered that the camp owner had a Christian Church 
background in the States. There was a chance to make a start 
here on some worke 

At Gustavus I started a Bible Study group and had a very food 
response. A number of the people there have had church background 
and a few of them know something about the Bible. MThe others 
are eager to learne I have tried to make the group a fairly in- 
formal gathering and I think that it has encouraged them to ask 

questionse At the first meeting we takked about ways to study 

the Bible and decided to work on the Book of Ephesians. At the 
present there is no one capable of leading them in my absence so 
we will meet once a month when I am theree 

For soma time I had heard of the watchmanat Port Althorp and 
decided to see him this tripe He is and elderly man with out too 
much formal schooling but with a deep sense of the working of God 
in his life. He told me of an incident where his life was saved 

which could only be called a mirlelee I found that many other 
people have heard of this and are aware that he givegGod the 
eredit for his present life. 

The two days spent at Elfin Cove were well woth the time. 

For the first time I have had enough time to get to know some 
of the people and to feel that more time there would be well 
spent. 

At Tenakee I also started a Bible Study group in addition to 
my regular calling, preaching and Sunday School class for the 
children. I was a little disappointed that only two showed up 
for the Bible study but I trust that it will grow. The kmumex three 
of us had a good discussion so the time was not wasted. 

My call at Sisters Island was timed just right. A new family 
had just arrived there a few days before. They seemed very pleased 
to find that the Church was interested in them. I also had a 
chance to coulsek with the relif man who was leaving the island 
in a few days concerning his marriage and had a chance to talk to 
a couple of the technicans doing some installation work. 

So in all the trip was a very goofl one and the fact that I 
have been able to sce the people in my area on a much more regular 
basis is begining to show results.

The time at Pelican was eccupied with the usual calling 
and ceunseling with people. I worked with the Junior Sunday 
School, cdass on Sunday morning and held worship services 
in the evening for the adultse On Monday evening the adult 
Bible study group met and we had a very good session. 

The next day I stopped to visit some people living on 
an outlying island and had a worthwhile call with theme 

The response of the people at Hlfin Cove was very good 
this time since it had not been too long sinse I had last 
been there, I showed a couple of motion pictures which were 
very much appreciated. Now that I see how this past winters 
schedyle had workéd out I am zoing to try to fit Elfin Cove 
in on a regular basis too. 

At Bartlett Cove and Gustavus I did the usual calling. 
I had hoped to start working with the junior age children 
here too but again found that because the weather had turped 
so nicd nearly all were out away from the base with their 
parentse On Sunday evening we had a worship service and I 
also showed one of the films, but for some unknow reason 
the turnout that evening was very poore On Monday evening 
we had the second session of our adult Bible study with a 
very good response. There are even some Jr. Hi age kids 
coming to these sessions and asking some very deep questions. 

In Funter Bay I had a chance to call on some people I 
had not seen for quite awhile and on some new folkse Here 
some of the people are interested and some are indifferent. 
It will take a lot of more work of cultivation. 

At Tenakee I again showed the films I had with a fair 
turnout. 0, Sunday we had a very good turnout gt Worship 
service due to the fact that it was Easter.e I the afternoon 
I had Sunday School for the usual number of kids which is 
all in town over the age of fives 0, Monday evening we had 
a Bible study group with one more there than the previous 
monthe Enthusiasm is good and I have hopes that more can 
be interestede 

We returned to Juneau the following day for the start 
of Presbytery and were occupied with that business for the 
following five days. Since we had told Lee last fall when 
we hired himé that we would let him be released by the first 
of May to prepare for his fishin@ season and since there was 
only one week left in April following the meeting of Presbytery, 
we decided to terminate with Lee when the ship arrived in 

Juneau on the 19th for the start of Presbyterye We dis- 
cussed this with Lee before hand and he was in complete 
agreement since it would give him¢ almost two more weeks to 
work on his boate So this was his last trip and I have been 
very pleased with his service. 

The week following Presbytery was excellent for work- 
ing outside on the ship and so I started on the painting. 
The balance of the month was spent in this work at Juneau.e

The weather centinued to hold good for the first week of 

May and I had a chance to do a let of outside painting off the 
shipe 

The first weekend I flew out te Tenakee¢ and was there for 
threef dayse I called on people, held worship services and 
had Sunday school for the childrene It was Motbet' day and 
we had a special service for one of the women in téwn who was 
honored by an organization as being an outstanding mothere 
It was a complete suprise to her and everene was so pleased 
with the honor which came to her. 

Since I now amf autherized to fly a plane solo and to 
make cross country trips I decided to visit some of my parishners 
whom I have net seem for several months. My first trip was 
out to Excersion Inlet where I spent a couple of hours visit= 
ing with the watchman theree In the past he was an elder in 
the Hoonah church and has appreciated my calling on him. The 
trip took me an hours flying time each way and I was home for 

supper and the night. 

Two days later I made a longer trip to Little Port Walter 
which took about an hour and a half each waye I visited 
with the family and workers there for over two hours and left 
quite a bit of literature and material with them. They are 
Christians and have appreciated all that we have been able to 

do for them over the yearse Here again I was home the same 
evening while such a trip with the ship would have involved 
several dayse 
Returning frem this trip I left on Alaska Coastal for 

Pelican and spent three days theree I called on people, 
helped with the Sunday school, held a worship service and 

on the following day a Bible study group. The family I stayed 
with was greatly helped by the private discussions which we 
had and I trust that they have grown spiritually. 

The following weekend I flew out to Bartlett Cove-Gustavus 
on Coastale Here again I carried on my usual ministry to 
the people with calling, preaching and Bible study. The 
attendence was very poor this time due partly to several 
of the faithful people being out of the area. I found that 
one of the families was in serious marital troubles and I 
spent some time working with them on that problem. I don't 
know how much good I will be able to do since the trouble 
has been going on for some time and I was not aware of it. 

Some question came up regarding the legality of my 
flying a plane in this work with a student license. It 
took several days before I was able to see the FAA man here 
in J*’neau and get the matter straightened oute His attitude 
was that my use of the plane was entirely legal since I am 
attempting to gain enough experince to pass my exam for a 
private license. So that matter is all settled. But the 
delay until it was settled prevented my making any more visits 
at the end of the month. 

Along with all the going to and fro I found time to meet 
on tww occasions with the Coast Guard officers for their exam 
of the PH in regard to its licensee Everything seemed to go 

well and they shouhd have their recoomendations in soon.

This month I was not able to make trips out on the plane 
on weekends for preaching services as I had last month because 
because of my work with the orinatatiton shool with Mrs. Swanson. 
But I was able to make short trips with a rented plane for 
calling on some of the people I see every few months. 

At Rogers Point FAA station I met a new couple who had 
moved there since the last time I called and they were very 
receptive . I was able to leave a number of péeces of literature 
with them and some SS material for their children. I talked 
with them about their Church relationship and found that they 
did have some background. There is room for development here 
with them. 

The next day I tdaw up to Echo Cove to visit a Christian 
couple in a logging canp that I had not seen for eighteen 
months and found that there was no one at the camp except a 
cate I later saw one ka of the people in Juneau and learned 
that they had moved their work position a few miles up the 
bay. I found that my newsletter had been gratly appreciated 
by his couple and that it helped them to feel a tie with my 
work even though I had not visited them for a long timee 

I made a special trip out to Bartlett Cove to visit a 
man who was have marital troubles, but do not know how effective 
my call was. He was unwilling to admit that much was wrong 
even though his wife has 1€t him and taken the children alonge 
But there is not much you can do when a person does not want 
hep. At least an effort was made to minister and because I 
had the use of a plane I was able to get there at a time which 
wHfould have been impossible with the ship. 

Another couple whom I had not seen for quite awhile was 
visited at Saginaw Bay. They make no profession of being 
Christian although they are at least friendly. Here I feel 
that something could be done if I could see them more often. 
There has been groundwork done with them and a more intensive 
follow up should be made. 

On the 10th the girls for the VBS work arrived and I 
spent the afternoon meeting them, taking their baggage to 
town and helping them get settled. The next few days were 
spent helping Mayrelfd with herfg work in the school. Word 
came from Sitka that the SJS II would not be available for 
our work for the summer so I made plans to continue with my 
other fork of preaching and calling by plane. 

I made a trip out to Windham Bay to see a couple but found 
no one at their place and so I mad a short hop over to Sunset 
Cove FAA st ation to call on those people. Here is a couple 
whom I had previously met and ministerd to at Gustavus and so 
there was opportunity to follow up on that work. 

The following Monday being a clear and calm day I took the 
skiff from the ship and made a run out to Point Retreat Light 

+ for a few hours visit with the men theree Here too there was 
opportunity for talking and counseling with the fellows and 
I left a quanity of reading material. 

The next day I made a shért trip out to Hoonah with the 

plane to see how the VBS team had started theree This was 


dome at the reauest of Mayreld and T found that ald was eoing 
fairly well. There was more preparation for the team done than 
had appeared in the letters which Aurther had sent. 

The rest of the month was spent in repair and maintainence 
work on the ship and the meetings with the Alaska Survey team. 
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Here is an item which I forgot to report last month. About 
nine pm on June 22nd I received a call from Alask Coastal 
Airlines. They reported that one of their large airplanes 
had had an engine failure at Annettee Island airport and 
that it was necessary for them to send an new engine down 
on a ship. They had tried to secure several ships of a size 
to carry the engine but none had been available. They asked 
if we would make the trip with the PH. After some thought 
I agreed to do it since they were in a very bad situation. 
I had already explained that I did not have a crew for such 
a run butthe man calling indicated that he would go with me 
as crew and since he held a Coast Guard license higher than 
mine I f@lt that he would be satisfactorye Coastal wanted to 
know our charter rate and after talking with several men in 
Juneau who are in such a business I told them $125 per day 
and that the trip would take three dayse They agreed to such 
a price so on the 23rd we loaded the engine and ran to Met- 
lakatla in 25 hours. In a few hours they had that engine off 
and the old one on and we returned to Juneau in 26 hours. 
At the time that the request was made, Mr. Pritchard was 
at Synod and I felt that because of the urgency of the matter 
that I would have to make the sole decision. I made the decision 
with the thoughtfn mind that we were doing a favor to Coastal. 
I could see no good reason why the trip could not be made since 
the ship was ready to go, I was licénsed to run it and a crew 
member was available. The three day trip did not cut into 
our regular program any great amount. 


Following the meetings with the Alaska Survey team the 
word came from Dr. Sharp that we should conduct a VBS at 
Hood Bay and material and supplies were gathered to start that 
tripe We secured one of the girls from the Anna Jackman and 
set out for a one week school at Chatham. Mayreld Swanson, 
Cathrine Myers and myself t@ught at that school. The follow- 
ing week we also had Barbara Bowen, Margaret Fisher and Billie 
Smith for the school at Hood Bay and Mayrelfa returned to Juneuae 
At both of these points we also carried on Church services 
and showed some motion pictures. We found that many of the 
people at Hood Bay spoke very highly of the program which had 
been put on there last year and were very sorry that the Fair’s 
had not been able to return. We found that the only place 
where we could hold our school was in the sort of community 
hall. Our school and all of its phariphahalia had to compete 
strongly with movies three or four times a week, dances twice 
umd a week and asorted bingo partiese We spent quite a bit 
of time just taking things down and put#ing them back up again 
and saa@pin sweeping out the trash. While people were glad 
to have up there, no one bent over backwards to make the job 
a little aksar easier. The girls on the team worked very 
hard and got along with each other very well and so that pabt 
Was eCasye 

My work as skipper of the ship went without incident although 
I can't say that I was particularly keen about having to land 
and tie up the ship all by myself. But we did return to Juneau 
safe and sound and the ship is again tied up there.

The maintainece work on the ship continues. There is 
a lot of painting to be done which has been put off forg 
several years. I realize that the future of the ship is 
uncertian but this work has been put off for years for 
that very reason. Most of this painting is in the in- 
gerior and has made a definite difference in the appearence 
of the ship and the indication that we are taking care of 
ite All of this work has been sandwiched induring the 
month with the other worke 

I started publishing the monthly newslet ter to the 
people I serve again this month after a laspe for the 
summer. I have found that this has been a very effective 
way of keeping contact with people since I don't see 
them too often. 

Lee Jimmy has been out fishing most of this month and 
when he did come back into town he got an office job 
with a government agency at about twice the salery which 
we had been paying. So he is out as a skipper for this 
winters Knowing that the fate of the ship is even more 
uncerttan this fall than it was last fall I could not 
have promised him very much of a winter job if he had 
even asked. So for the present the ship remains at the 
dock and I am making my rounds by airplane. 

As the record on the opposite side shows there were 

many days when I want out for an afternoon of pastoral 
calling at some of the more isolated spotse Tn all these 
cases 1 rented a plane and did the flying myself. This 
has proved fairly satisfactory although I am restricted 

to some of the spots closer to Juneau because I can't have 
the plane for an unlimted time. Four or five hours is 

the limit and so I don't go fubther than those spots which 
can be reached in an hours flying time. This has ment 
that I have not been able to get into the lower Chatham 
Strait area because it take over an hour to get there and 

once down there there are several place I could visit 
with only a few minuted flying time between theme So it 
has not been practical to go all the way down for a short 
visit to one place and then all the way back again be~ 
cauee of my time limit. The plane I use is the only one 
available and is used by several other students, so I can't 
have it for the whole day or overnight as I would likee 

Ir I had exclusivd use of a plane I could get a lot more 
done. 

For my visits to my three preaching points on the week 
ends I went en Alaska Coastal and stay for a couple of dayse 
At Tenakee the only Sunday School the children have is 
when I mm theree So far I have not been able to get any 
one else interested enough to carry on the work for the 
rest of the time. At Pelican the &ssembly of God church 
has a new minister and is doing a fairly good job with 
a Sunday Sch ol from what I hear. But there still are 
several people who won't send their children to that playice 
and have their own school using our material. So I give 
them help when ever I am there and plan to do some teacher 
training this next timee 

The Sunday School situation at Gustavus looks very good 
this year because two of the mothers are really doing some= 
thing and the public school teacher is helping them. They 
do need help with the Jrs though and I have offered to do 
that when ever I am there. Since they are not using Pres. 
mate rlal I have put in an order for some for the ciltss I 
will have and hope that once they see the quality of it 
I can get them to use itgéég too for the younger childrene 
I may be able to eventually get one of the mothers to take 
that classe 

All three of my preaching points have had some changge 
of peopie over the summer and in two cases there have come 
families with strong Pres. Church intereste So things 
look hopeful in that respect.

The first Sunday of the month, which I had planned to spend 
in Juneau with my family, was spent instead at Petersbyrg. Mr. 
Pritchard had intended to preach there but was delayed on St. 
LawreneeIsland so I took his place. The Petersburg church 
payed for my travel expences and I stayed in the home of elder 
Clarence Warfield. 

This month I was able to get out to my regular preaching 
points on Alaska Coastal but was not able to do any midweek 
calling with a rented planee The plane which I have been using 
has been taken out of service until next spring and I have not 
been able to locate another. This leaves me a little sitaen 
stranded in more way than one since I needed only a few hours 
more time before taking my test for Private License. I might 
be able to finish up with an hour or two of instruction next 
month when I am in Seattle for a few days. 

The Sunday School work at Tenakee continues to go well 
with nearly every child in town attending. Except for two, 
they are all Primary or Kindergabten ages We meet in the 
afternoon and there is no rush for time. I wish that there 
was better attaudence at the morning worship service but it 
does not seem to get over 10. Nearly all the people in town 
are over fifty in age and are not inclined to start a church 
going habit at their age. 

At Pelican there is the best attendence of the three 
preaching points with about twenty out for the evening wor- 
ship service. I and two of the mothers in town have SS in 
the morninge I planned to have a teacher training session 
on Monday evening but then about sundown a bear was seen on 
the boardwalk and so none of the women would stick their nose 

out after dark for fear of meeting the bear. So the meeting 
was a flop. 

I don't know exactly what has happened at Gustavus but the 
evening worship service attendence as been rather low forfg the 
past several times. I have spentTime calling and people know 

that I am there but then only a hand full show up. But the 
SS has turned out very welle Tre are three good local wo- 
men who are having a school each week and I have started a 
Jr class for the times when I am there. The kids were very 
disappointed when I had to tell them that tere would only 
be ckass once a month. The adult Bible study class was 
started again with a very profitable time spente In all these 
places there is only a handful who are really interested. But 
in a sense this is good in that people are not attending 
because it is the popular thing to dee My only hope is that 
those few will be able to convey their faith to those around 
them. 

I have continued with the painting on the ship and with 
the few other things which are needed to keep it in reasonable 
good shape. With comming of cold weather and it will take a 
little more of my time to see that it stays warm and dry.

This month I was able to make the rounds of the three preac- 
ing points but nothing else. I still have not been able to work 
out a plan to get out to the other ppots where I have called 
occasionally in the paste I plan to try to work out a system 
with the local bush plots so that if their trip permits I could 
be taken out to a spot and picked up again in a few hourse At 

this point I don't know how sucessful this will bee Ina way 

it is like asking the minister in a large city to do his pas- 

toral calling on the basis of hitch hiking rides with passing 

motorists. I certanly don't fileel that I have been making the 
best use of my time in the past two months I know that I should 
be out calling more. 

The response at Tenakee remains about the same, which of 
course is nothing tremendous. I tried to start a Bible Study 
group there but found that nearly all the ones interested were 

out of town the week end I was there. So maybe next time. 
The work with the children goes very well. 

At Pelican I was very encouraged by the response to the 
Bible Study groupe There was ten present including two men 
who came for the first time. The attendence at the worship 
service remains about the same. The Assembly of God church 
is giving us good competition on the Sunday School. They are 
doing a very good job from what I hear, so the few that come 
to our school are the children of those who are stpongly against 
the Assembly Churche At times I feel that we are justified 
in our efforts and expence to serve theese and other people on 
my circut, and at time I wonder if it”all worth the time and 
moneye There is evidence at times of some spiritual growth, 
but most of the time it does not show at all. 

I don't know what has happened at Gustavus. The last two 
month when I was there a number of the women had gone to Juneau 
on the plane for the week end and so were not at the service. 
This last time they were all in Gpstavus and still no one 
showed up except three. I have sent a lot of time calling on 
these people and intend next time to ask them point blank if 
they still want any religious services. Somethigg is wrong and 
I have not been able to put my finger on it. People are all 
frinadly and happy to see me, they ask what time are the services, 
and then no one shows upe 

Weather is causing me to spend a lot more time in travel 
now. Yr I should say in waiting to travel. A couple of weeks 
ago I was delayed in Pelican for 24 hours because the plane 
could not get out of Juneaue If I had my own transportation 
I could have left Pelican and made several other calls while 
waiting for the flying weather to improve at Juneau. As it 
was I called on people at Pelican and accomplished something 
that way but I did feel that I could have been putfing my time 

to better use elswhere.

The first week end in December I was at home having been 
away the previous three. I had no way of calling on any 
of the spots where I usually visit once every three months 
during the middle of the week unless I were to go by chater 
plane which in nearly every case is very expencive. Dedia 
go out to Tenakee on my usual round and there I held a Bible 

Study session for adults, a Sunday School for the children 
a Sunday worship service and made a number of pastoral calls. 
I try to work my calls so that I call on a few new people 
each time as well as on the regulars. 

The following week was almost entirly taken up with the 
meetings in Seattle. I stayed over one extra day to get 

in some needed flying instruction and was informed that 
Babbara gave birth to Margaret the evening before I returned. 
I had intended to return go out to Gustavus on the weekend 
after I returned from Seattle but since Barbara was in the 
hospital that was not very easily managed. It was necessary 
that I be at home for several days following her return from 
the hospital and so there was not time to get to Gustavus 
before Christmas. On Tuesday after Christmas I took the 
regular flight out to Gustavus and there held a Sunday Schogl 
for the children and a worship service for the adultse The 
number of people who came for the worship service was better 
than the last two times and I never did find out what was 
the trouble then. I did have the chance for a good dis- 
cussion with one of the men one of the evenings and felt 
that all of the calling and visiting was bringing some re= 
sult. 

The day following my return from Gustavus I charted a 
plane and pilot and went out to two logging camps in Peril 
Straits which have come into existance in the last few months. 
In one camp there are four families and a couple of simgle 
men at present and I visited with all of them and left some 
literature. We then flew over to the shkex other camp where 

ther are about fourty people. The camp is not working at 
the present but whan it is in operation there are more 
people there. The first person to*meet me on the beach was 
the teen age daughter of the camp manager who told me she 
was leaving in a few days to start school at SJJC. She took 
me to the home of the head book keeper’and I had a very 
interesting visit with that family. Many people in the camp 
came from Creseht Chty Calif. where the logging company 
previously worked. The book keeper and his wife were members 
of the Federated Church in Creseht City and after they had 
arrived up here the Church below took-them on as a mission 
project for a sunday school. So I had the unique experience 

of arriving at a place where there was already a SS in oper= 
ation and I did not have to twist arms to get one going and 
then do most of the teaching myself. These people come to 
Alaska to work and want to bring along much of there culture 
from belowe So many people in the villages of Alaska have 
come up here to get away from it all and don't care if there 

is a church and SS at all. I offered to these people what 
help I could but found that everything was going very nicely 
already. After about two and a half hours of calling at 
that camp it was time to head back home in the plane since 
the length of daylight is not too long this time of year. 

If I would have had my own transportation I could have stayed 
overnight and done a lot more calling and possibly even held 
a church service. Flying time to the camp from Juneau was 

one hour. By ship it would have been ten hours,

The first part of the month was spent working on the boat in Ketchikan while 
waiting for the Andersons to arrive. The new minister and his wife were able . 
to leave almost as soon as they arrived, so the boat got to Hollis for the 
next Sunday, visited a number of smaller places, and then was in Ratz Harbor 
for the following Sunday.

The boat visited the folks at Steamboat Bay the first day of the month and 
then started for Juneau where the boat was tied up for a week while the 
members of Alaska Presbytery flew to Anchorage for the fall meeting of Pres- . 
bytery. The night before the flight westward the boat was well filled with 
delegates who came in from all over Southeastern Alaska in preparation for 
the early morning flight to Anchorage. 


The boat left Juneau as soon as the delegates returned in order to be in 
Angoon in time to feed the Sheldon Jackson Choir, and house them as well. 
They were taken to Angoon by the SJS II but this was done during the day 
and that boat does not have sleeping accomodations for such a large group.

October was a month of tieing things up, saying farewells, and getting acquainted 
with a new field. It was difficult to say good-bye to the folks who we have known 
for so many years. On October 2nd I particiapated in the Communion Service at 
First Presbyterian Church in Kelso and told the people of our new work in Alaska, 
they had a coffee hour in our honor after church service so the folks would have 
an opportunity to say Good-bye and wish us well, On the 4th there was a potluck 
dinner at Vail to say Good-bye and the people there did it up in fine shape. ‘her e 
were about 50 people there and there was much good food, a corsage for Dee and a 
boutenere for me, A beautiful cake decorated with our names on it and Godd-bye 
Washington ,Hello Alaska", One of the loggers stood up and gave a very short 
speech expressing their thanks for our efforts in the Sunday School and Church and 
then presenting us with beautiful lambs wool matching sweaters, Rev. Dean Agee 
the minister at the Tenino Presbyterian Church who is going to take over the work 
was there with his whole family and an elder ‘and his wife, It was a wonderful occasion 
and more than a few tears were shed. Qn the 9th we had a meeting of our 1961 
Logger's Camp Committee and got everything squared away for next Summer. I turned 
over the Secretary-treasurers job to Rev. Carlyle Shaeffer of the Toledo ‘resbyterian 
Church, On the 10th Rev. Phil, Laurie drove us down to Portland to Rev. Al Channere 
home and he in turn drove us out to the airport where we caught a plane that night 
for Seattle and then came by P.N.A to Ketchitkan, Captain Dick Nelson met us at 
airlines office and took us to the dock and aboard our new home the M.V. Anna 
Jackman, It wasn't until the 14th of October that we sailed out from the City 
Float at Ketchikan for the Hollis Bay Logging Camp, The weater was a little rough 
but not nearly as rough as the weather reports said that it would.be. After a four 
hour crossing of Clarence Straits and Kasaan Bay we arrived at the largest logging 
camp in Alaska, After supper Dee and I went up to visit the Camo Superintendent a nd 
his wife. We found that we had many mutual friends and acquaintances, and we got on 
very well, The next day Dee and I visited about eight families, every one wanted 
to talk and it was difficult to get away from each place. We ate lunch with the 
Supt. of the Sunday School and her husband. She is a fine Christian lady and is 
faithfully keeping the Sunday School going. We met the two school teachers, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lasiter who are fine Christians, On Sunday we visited the Sunday School, which 
was held in the school building, where there were 2 children out. We had two of 
the girls from the camp for luneh with us on the boat. In the afternoon we went o ut 
visiting again to invite the folks to the church service in the recreation-hall 
at 7 P.M. Dee had choir practice for some of the kids at 6 O'clock and came up with 
a girls quartet for the evening service. We had 30 folks out for the evening service 
and we had a good time together. I spoke on Jesus! Stilling of the Storm, Mrs. Finney 
the leading Presbyterian in the camp and supervisor of social functions and coordinator 
of activities, said that it was the largest turn out for church with the exception of 
Christmas, + met several fellows at Hollis that I knew down in the logging cam ps 
kAxwS in Washington and we met many people with whom we had mutual friends and 
acquaintance, We sailed down the 12 mile arm to Campbells logging camp and visited 
the Superintendent and his wife, We stopped at the cook hougé™ to say hello to the 
cooks. ‘the next day we visited several homes and made the acquaintance of a Mrs. 
Harris who has three children and has been having a little Sunday School for the 
children in camp. We were able to supply her with some Sunday School materials 
and encourage her in her endeavors for Christ. She is the daughter of a Quaker 
Minister. Her husband is a fine Christian and is the mechanic in the camp. We met 
several teen-age kids in the camp and found that it was the 16th Birthday of one of 
the boys. We had two pair of new socks aboard ship which we wrapped up and gave it 
to him as a birthday present, Later on he brought several pieces of é birthday cake 
for our supper. We invited several folks aboard that evening for a little service. 
We sang some hymns and I spoke about Pete's birthday and the need for a second- birth 
We gave out ice cream.cones and some of the children left and we had a little Bible 
Study on the Ephesians the sixth chapter. The next day we stopped for a short w 
while at the B.Hnd H. logging camp 3 miles from Campbells and we found a Christian 
family there with six children and we left some Gospels and Sunday School Literature 
and some 1960 Scripture Calendars as they didn't even have a Calendar in camp. — 
Liter on that day we stopped at an old Indian village of Kasaan where there is 
a Presbyterian Church and Manse but only a dozen people in the village. We visited 
at five homes so we met almost all the folks in the village. We missed seeing a 
couple of old bachelors. We left then for the Salt Chuck where there is the 
Gardner Logging Camp. This is the place where there was a baptism aboard the boat 
a picture of which appeared in Presbyterian life last January. We visited all the 
homes and we had a little service that night ‘ashore in a vacant home with seventeen 
in attendance after which we hed coffee and cookies. We left the next day the 21st 
for Ratz Herbor and had a stormy trip getting there. Dick Nelson and I went ashore 
and visited one family after we were tied up to a log# boom, Saturday we visited

The itinerent ministry of the M.V. Anna Jackman was interrupted this month by the 
trip to Juneau and up to Anchorage for the joint meeting of the Alaska and Yukon Presbyteries. 
However we did get some work in at the start of the month and at the end of the month. 

We started out at the small place called Tokeen where we had been tied up to the cold 
storage barge of the Nelson's, who are shrimp fishermen. We spent some time helping them 
pick shrimp so that when we left they gave us a big box of fresh shrimp. I talked to an& 
old fisherman there who had the job of looking after the cold storage facilities and I 
gave him a New Testament to read, We left Tokeen and went on to Steamboat Bay where we 
met the Vickers who are taking care of the cannery for the winter. We had a good visit with the 
and had prayer with them before leaving and we gave them an illustrated Gospel of “ark and a 
couple of Presbyterian Life Magazines, They gave us a large quantity of frozen meat that 
they were to give away. Part of this we left with George Betts at Angoon later on in the month, 
The evening of the second we arrived at dark in Shakan Bay where noone is living but we 
happened to tie up to a big tug the Aleautian Salvor that had a tow of logs and had come into 
this particular cove for protection from the weather. We had the opportunity of visiting with 
some of the fellows from offf the tug. I presented the engineer with a New Testament and 
told him that he would fing that it was pretty good reading. We left the next morning for 
Petersburg where Dee got on a plane for Ketchikan and we headed north to Juneau with the boat. 

Returning from the conference in Anchorage we headed out from Juneau for Angoon where they 
were having the Alaska Native Brotherhood Convention. The Sheldon Jackson School Choir was 
to sing for the Convention and the Anna Jackman was to supply sleeping accomodations for 
the choir. I had the priviledge of preaching to the large crowd gathered in the A.N.B. Hall 
on Sunday Night the 13th just before the Chorr sang. We took the Choir members badk to 
Sitka so I had the opportunity of seeing the Sheldon Jackson Campus. On the 15th we stopped 
at Wrangell to leave 1800 pounds of clothing for Japan that had been loaded aboard the boat 
while we were in Zuneau. Don Schwab asked me if I wouldn't speak to his’ group of boys and 
girls at the Wrangell Institute. I enjoyed this very much especially the singing of these 
children most of them from Point Barrow. 

On the 18th we sailed from “etchikan for Hollis Logging Camp and the afternoon of the 
18th and the 19th we spent visiting in the homes. There are 54 homes in Hollis and we have 
now visited most of the homes in camp. We have been well received in every place we have gone. 
We made one visit on Saturday afternoon that proved very interesting. It was at a home where 
we had visited before and the lady of the house knew us. It was rather late in the afternoon 
when we knocked on the door,; Dee noticed that there were a number of women there and they were 
having a party. They started to hide the bottle of whiskey, but then thought better of it 
and put it back on the table, They let us in and immediately all five of the women 
started talking at once. Mrs. G., the lady of the house said,"you told me you worked in 
logging camps before so you have seen things like this before, T&m not going to apologize 
but they were very much ashamed. It was very amusing and it was really hard to refrain 
from lauching as we listened to their chatter, for never have we seen the conversation of 
a drinking party turn to religion so suddenly. They were all giving five good reasons 
why they should be in church Siinday nicht---their voices growing louder and louder. 

(We hadn't even had a chance to bring up the subject.) Finally Mrs. G. practically pushed 
the four women out the door. Then she turned to us and said,"seriously speaking, I want 
to talk to you as my pastor. and then presented a problem. Before we left she gave us some 
&F meat to take home with us. Three out of the five women came to church and one brought 
her husband. We had a coffee hour after church on Sunday night planned by the ladies of 
the community. 

Monday we left Hollis for the camps on the 12-mile arm. We stopped first at the B. and 
H. logging camp where the men came in from the woods when they saw us pull in to their dock. 
We had a good visit with them leaving them Scripture Text calendars; a Christian family that 
lives there wanted to see the boat so we took them out to the boat. We found out that the 
man enjoyed singing solos in church so Dee played the piano while he sang a couple of hymns fo 
us. We gave ice cream cones to the children and saw that they had a supply of several 
Curriculum reading books, This Christian family were really thrilled with our short visit, 
in fact they handed me a $10.00 check to help in the work, “That evening=*we=visited=in - 
several homes and I made arrangements for a movie that night in their rec. hall. When the 
time came for the movie the owner Jim Campbell rang the siren and the folks came in for the 
movie. Quite anumber of the men came from the bunkhouses, in fact it was the largest crowd 
they had for a movie in a long time, When a bulb burnt out in the projector the owner of 
the camp hunted up another one while we sang "America the Beautiful" eccompanied by Dee on 
the portable organ that we had brought from the boat. When the Christian movie "45 Tioga 
Street " was finished I brought a short message and closed in prayer. Everyone seemed to 
appreciate the service and the Christian family in camp were thrilled.at the response. The 
owner and camp superintendent expressed their appreciation, Tuesday the 22nd Dee attended 
a Garden Club function at Hodlis and in the evening 9 older girls came down to the boat 
for a potluck supper which they had planned, We had a good. meal and then played some games 
before it was time for the movie which we showed in the Hollis Rec, Hall. 

On the 23rd we journeyed to Ratz Harbor where we had a nice turkey dinner on the boat the 
next day as we expressed aur grattitude to God for His many blessings to us during the past 
year, We had a lot of good visits in the homes at Ratz Harbor and on Sunday we had all 
the children in camp for Sunday School on the boat, immediately following we had church 
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December was a month of slightly curtailed operations due to the fact that the 
Anna Jaekman was tied up in ketchikan at the City Float while Skipper Nelson went 
to Seattle for an operation. We tried to get out as much as possible by airplane 
into the various camps and settlements. On all but one trip we chartered a plane 
from the local bush pilot Russell Simpson. The trip we made into Cape Pole we 
traveled on Ellis Air Lines, 

On the Saturday the 3rd we left Ketchikan at 9:40 A.M. and landed at Kasaan Villa; 
at 10300 o'clock. We visited all the homes in the village and our pilot picked us ns 
at 2:00 o'clock and flew us into Salt Chuck to Gardner's Logging Camp where we had 
made arrangements to stay that night, We visited the three families there antl showed 
two movies to all the folks in camp that night. The movies were a Weyerhaeuser Timber 
Co. movie on the making of paper pulp and the Other was a film called "45 Tioga Street" 
which is a film on the usecof the Bible in daily living. We slept on the Daveno in the 
Gardner home that night and at breakfast we were able to have devotions with the, family 
and, give them a copy of "Today". Dee had Sunday Schotl for the eight children in 
camp. We had church service in the Gardner living room and we really had a nice worship 
service. The Gardner's are the family whose picture appeared in the January 1960 issue 
of Presbyterian Life being baptized aboard the Anna Jackman, As Z pronounced the 
Benediction and said Amen, someone said, "Here comes Russ." We grabbed our belongings 
and hurried out to the float and climbed aboard the plane. and heade} back to Ketchikan, 

The next few days we spent getting out our Chsistmas “ews Letter out and worked on 
getting the boat cleaned up. We had the opportunity of having two Christian families from 
two_different logging camps together for supper aboard the boat on the 6th, It,was a good 
time of fellowship! I also met with the helicopter pilot to try and figure out some 
places where we might go by helicopter that we couldn't get to any other waye 

On the 8th we chartered a plane to take us to a family whe are logging in Skowl Arm. 
This family the Gallatins have had two boys graduate from Sheldon Jackson and their 
daughter is looking forward to going there in two years. They greatly apprectated our visit 
and we left a few Presbyterian Life's and a Scripture Text Calendar and a small gift for 
thes7th grade girl. We were there for an hour and a half before Russ Simpson came back to 
pick us up. He then flew us to Sinclair's Logging Camp at the head of Polk Inlet and left 
us for a couple hours, This was a floating camp and I had to row from house to house in 
order to visit. One lady who said she had an@ Presbyterian-Episcopalian background had 
heard of the Anna Jackman and had asked her husband why they never came back intd Polk 
inlet to see them. The Jehovah's Witnesses had been in there but not other church group 
had bothered to come in. We told her we would try to get back again in the not too distant 
future, Another lady who lived there with her logger husband and two children adsked if 
we could get her some Sunday School “aterial. We sent an order in for her and for several 
other camps; which I hope arrives soon. This was a profitable trip we planned on stopping 
at several other places but the weather got so rough that Russ theught we had better get 
back to town whihewe were able to, 

On the 10th we flew up to L.0.G. Logging Camp at Cape Pole aboard an Ellis Gruman 
Goose. We were treated royally at Cape Pole, we had meals in three different homes and 
they heated up the cooks apartment for us to stay in all furnished with clean linen so that 
we didn't have to use our sleeping bags that we had brought along. We visited all the 
homes where there were any people staying; for the camp is closed down until Feb. 15th. 
Saturday evening we showed the mowte "Stranger in the House" and "45 Tioga Street" to all 
the folks gathered in the cookhouse. Agter the movies I brought a short message and 
closed in prayer. Sunday Morning we had church services in the Cook House and after 
the service all the folks came down to the docks to see us tof on the Ellis Goose. 

During the month we met many friends from the camps on the streets of Ketchikan doing 
their Christmas Shopping. We made several visits to the hospital to call on falks from 
isolated places thet we had met before, in some camp or village. In fact we made contact 
with one lady who we hadn't met before who lives in Chomley Bay who we will visit this 
next month, She was surprised that anyone would visit her in the hospital from Ketthikan, 

On the 17th we had planned to leave early to go out to Hollis but the fog was so bad 
that we couldn't get going until afternoon. The folks were expecting us and we stayed at 
the Forester's Home. We vistied about ten homes Saturday afternoon and attended the 
Community Christmas Party in the evening at the school. We had a good time and it proved 
to be at time of valuable contacts that brought some new people out to the Services the 
next day. Dee and I both adreesed the Sunday School the next day on invitation from the 
Superintendent. We visted Sunday afternoon at a number of homes and had church service 
Sunday evening followed by a coffee hour, followed by taking the young people Christmas 
Carolling, after which we went to one of their homes for hot chocolate, It was a good 
weekend at Hollis. On the way back to Ketchikan Russ. landed at Kasaan Island and we 
visited the two families there. , One family the Eckers have a daughter at Sheldon Jackson 
at the present time, Onthe 30th we flew with Russ Simpson up to Wes Davidsons Logging . 
Camp at Margarita Bay in Traitors Cove. We had a good time visiting the families that 
were still there during the shut down and we made tentative plans for Vacation Bible 
School for next Summer. They also wanted us to send them some S.S. Material, 
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
